Offered by Mr. Penrose, la Reached 


by Senate Leader*. 


W ashington, July lo—An agreem ent 
to vote ou the Canadian reciprocity 
bill on July 22 was adopted in the 
senate without opposition. 
A greem ents also were 
m ade 
for 
voles on other m easures which will 
carry the session through the "legisla­ 
tive day" of Aug. 7, Immediately alter 
which congress will adjourn. 
The agreem ent calls for votes as 
follows: July 22, Canadian reciprocity; 
July 27, wool revision bill; Aug. I, 
free list bill; Aug. 3, congressional re 
apportionm ent bill; Aug. 7, Arizona- 
New Mexico statehood bill. 
All the bills Included in the agree­ 
ment already have passed the house. 
lf am endm ents are made to them they 
will be still subject to quick confer­ 
ence between the representatives of 
the two houses. 
The “legislativj day” for statehood 
would permit a “recess" from day to 
da> if found necessary. Such a con­ 
tingency is not regarded as probable 
The agreem ent, following a series of 
conferences 
between 
Senators 
Pen­ 
rose, l^aFollette, Martin, Sinoot, Stone, 
Bailey, Burion, Borah, Bristow, Bourne 
end other senators, was formally of­ 
fered 
iii the senate by Senator P en­ 
rose. as leader of the Republicans. 
T he 
original 
suggestion 
for an 
agreem ent was made by S enator La- 
Follette, R< publican 
insurgent, who 
was willing to fix an earlier d ate than 
that named for the vote on reciproc­ 
ity. The dem and for a later d ate was 
made by others who desire to speak 
on the bill. 
Many obstacles in fixing the series 
of dates were encountered. 
Senator 
Horah insisted on a date for consider­ 
ation of a conference report on the 
joint 
resolution for the election ut 
Fnited S tates senators by direct vote 
of th** people. 
The vote of statehood 
was fixed for “ legislative day” of Aug. 
7. instead of the calendar 4tay of that 
date In order to protect the popular 
election bill.

Many people have been astonish­ 
ed at the length of messages conveyed 
in a few moments and with the use of 
but half a dozen flags in various com­ 
bi nations, and when the extent of the 
language and the complexity of many 
necessary messages are considered the 
eighteen flags in the signal flag locker 
seem very inadequate. 
However, It 
must be remembered that the signal 
code utilizes a sort of shorthand, and 
many long messages, known to be of 
frequent occurrence, have been con­ 
tracted to a single showing of flags 
In a given combination. 
The num ber 
of tings hoisted w hen a signal Is made 
Deter exceeds four. 
With the eighteen 
flags of various colors, using four for 
each signal, no fewer ihau 78,042 com ­ 
binations can be made.
